THE RANGE OF PRODUCTS 


Are far beyond our expectation. All 
the cereals are produced, to a greater 
or less extent, in the valley, and in 
some places the yield is most prolific, 


the aere, while the average for all 
grades of the soil, from year to year, 
is twelve to fifteen sacks of one hun- 
dred and thirty pounds, to the acre- 
This approximate result, gathered 
with much care from the ranchers and 
buyers, is a fine showing, and com- 
pares more than favorably with the 
present average yield in California: 
which, for the entire State, is proba- 
bly not over ten to twelve and a half 


sacks of one hundred and forty pounds 
to the acre. Ofcourse, the ave for 
the entire State of Nevada would not 
be so large. But it is a fact, that the 
grain is better and heavier in the 
mountain cereal-producing soils, than 
that grown in hotterclimes. The fa- 
vorable difference in this locality, is 
due to the t fertility and adapta- 
bility of soil, with the serenity of the 
climate that insures the gradual 
growth and fullest invigoration of the 
stalk, and the grad maturity and 
plumpness of the grain. There is no 
melting heat or scorching sun to sap 
the plant suddenly, and shrivel the 
kernel. And what is true of the ce- 
reals, in the sense of gradual growth 
and matarity, is true, also, of the 
and of all of the staple vegeta- 
les. Under a soil and climate exactly 
adapted, and with a sufficiency of 
water, the growth and maturity, 
through a somewhat prol genson, 
are subject to just the conditions nec- 
essary to produce vegetation of the 
most nutritious fibre, and grains and 
tubers of the largest size, and the 
richest in the saccharines and starches, 
and other nutrient prineiples. Hence, 
the pulp and! granulation of fruits and 
tubers are finer, and the flavor better, 
in such a sheltered upland basin, than 
will be found in the more succulent, 
coarse-fibred, quick-growing products 
of more sultry climates. 


THE RESULT. 7 
As a consequence, animals do better 
here, fatten quicker, and the flesh ov 
the edible sort is more savory, than 


that fattened on the vegetation of the 
arge coast valleys, and is preferred in 
the San Francisco markets, 


THE NATIVE GRASSES 


Are the famous bunch, wild clover, 
red-top, blue-joint, eto. The cultivated 
grasses are principally timothy, alfalf, 
and blue-grass, the last being used 


mainly for sward, though it makes ex- 
cellent grazing feed. 


ALFALFA. 
No soil on the Pacific Coast has been 
found so well adapted to this indispen- 
sable plant, as that of the Truckee 


Meadows. The plant grows taller here, 


and stands thicker on the ground 
with a stalk less weedy and stemy, 
than in most other places on the Pacific 
Slope. The number of crops cut i 
fewer than in sultry climes, but the 
number of tons per, acre is more, 
ranging from about two to six tons, 
the average being two and one-half 
tons at the first cutting, and there be 
ing three cuttings during the season. 
But, put the number of tons from 
each acre, in one season, at four to 
five tons. Allow the land to be worth 
a hundred dollars an acre, the market 
value of the hay $7, and the expense 
of taking it off the land one-half the
